Front and Jackson park as tbe place for 
the location of the great exposition. 
The Lake Front la a long, gross covered 
common on tbe edge of Lake Michigan 
and bordering on the business ccnlre of 
Chicago. It contains at present about 
ninety acres. It is ibe design to place 
thereon the grand cnlrance to the expo- 
sition, and buildings for fine arls and 
kindred displays. Jackson park Is a'so 
on the lake shore, about flvc miles from 
the court house, snd Is to have tbe agri- 
culture, live slock and olber exhibils 
of 
that 
nature. 
Four 
hundred 


ncres 
are available in Jackson park 


and the wide approaches thereto, which 
were recently added to the original ten- 
der. Tbe two sites are to be so con- 
nected by rail and water accommodations 
that but a few minutes will be spent In 
passing from one locality to the other. 
The final decisive ballot on the site ques 
tlon resulted: Lake Front and Jackson 
park 23, North Side 4. West Side 8. The 
choice of the dual site was then made 
unanimous.

Tbe trouble began with 
dock laborers preventing tbe departure 
of several train*. Two companies of 
Infantry arrived and drove the mob 
iway from tbe ndl*. The dock men 
made a desperate attempt to break tbe 
line foiled by the troops. Some of 
them took horses from cabs *nd charged

A number of 
horses were bayonetted and some of the 
riders seriously wounded. Volley after 
volley of stones wa* thrown «t the 
soldiers and several soldiers severely In- 
jured.

Tbe troop* were 
now supplied with ball cartridges and 
ordered the charge. For a moment the 
nottrs made resistance, bul seeing many 
of their number fall pierced bv the 
bayonets of tbe soldiers, tbe mob broke 
«-d Bed IB wild disorder. The cxclte-
